conduct and m anagem ent of their busi­ 
ness. 
The president suggested that a

W ithout discussing the motives that underlie the efforts being made 


to cause the Wisconsin legislature to pass bills placing upon the man­ 


ufacturers of proprietory medicines conditions that would drive them out 


of business, we desire to say that we are decidedly opposed to any legis­ 


lation of this sort. 


It is no doubt true that there are so called “ patent medicines” which 


are without merit, but it is a positive fact that most of these reme­ 


dies are sold on their merits and that they have virtues which fairly 


recommend them to popular use. W ere this not so, the remedies would 


not long be handled at a profit; advertising will introduce a worthless ar­ 


ticle, but cannot perpetuate a marke t for it. 


The value of the proprietory medicine, to its owner, is the secret of 


its production 
W ere its formula made public property, as provided in this 


bill, his medicine would be worthless as a money maker, for anyone could 


copy it. 
Therefore, this proposed law means that men owning valuable 


remedies would be deprived of their property. This is obviously unfair. 


There is also a law under consideration denying 
to 
physicians the 


right to advertise 
On the face of it, 
this 
looks 
like 
an 
abridgement 


of human rights which the constitution would not countenance. If not, it 


is at' best poor legislation. 
While poorly equipped doctors may advertise, 


there are many instances in which competent physicians do so. The vio­ 


lation of so called ‘‘medical ethics” is not a thing that should come un­ 


der the supervision of state law. The medical societies fix their own pen­ 


alty for that breech of their rules. W hen the law definies who is competent 


to practice medicine and who is not, it does its whole duty. 
The manner 


which one authorized to practice medicine adopts to acquire a practice is 


hardly the business of the state so long as it does not mean either cri­ 


minal methods or criminal practice. 


I he Tribune is frank to say that it is not disinterested in its ut­ 


terances on these subjects. 
Anything that further limits the field of ad­ 


vertising is of vital interest to every newspaper, and restrictions now be­ 


fore the country in various forms would mean that in towns the size of La 


Crosse daily papers would have to cut down to four pages or run at a 
loss. 


Irrespective of this natural bias, however, The Tribune 
would 
not 


nrge anything detrimental to the public. W e submit that this legislation is 


sought by people who are as selfishly interested in its passage as are we 


in its defeat, and that no sound reasons for its pasage can be offered by

Public ownership became a 
recognized institution without his sanc- 
tion, assent, dissent, comment or ex- 
citement. 
England has adopted public owner- 


ship for the simple reason that private 
capitalists refused to properly manage 
private monopolies. There was no sen- 
timent about it. There was no appeal 
to liigh economic ideals. Tllere was no 
academic discussion. It did not even 
form a partisan issue and was rarely a 
plank in a local platform. 


And despite nil this there has been 


accomplished one of the most tremen- 
dous industrial and economic revolu- 
tions since the birth of modern civili- 
zation.

A NE WSPAPER 
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SOME BILLS TO KILL. 


Without discussing the motives that underlie the efforts being made 


to cause the Wisconsin legislature to pass bills placing upon the man- 
ufacturers of proprietor/ medicines conditions that would drive them out 
of business, we desire to say that we are decidedly opposed to any legis- 


lation of this sort. 
_ 


It is no doubt true that there are so called "patent medicines which 


arc without merit, but it is a positive fact that most of these reme- 
dies are sold on their merits and that they have virtues which fairy 
recommend them to popular use. Were this not so, the remed.es would 
not long be handled at a profit; advertising will introduce a worthless ar- 
ticle, but cannot perpetuate a market for it. 


The value of the proprietory medicine, to its owner, is the secret of 


its production. Were its formula made public property, as provided in this 
bill his medicine would be worthless as a money maker, for anyone could 
copy it. Therefore, this proposed law means that men owning valuable 
remedies would be deprived of their property. This is obviously unfair. 


There is also a law under consideration denying 
to 
physicians the 


right to advertise. On the face of it, this looks like an 
abridgement 


o f ' h u m a n rights which the constitution would not countenance. Ifnot.it 
is at'best poor legislation. While poorly equipped doctors may advertise, 
there are many instances in which competent physicians do so. The vio- 
lation of so called "medical ethics" is not a thing that should come un- 
der the supervision o; state lav/. The medical societies fix their own pen- 
alty for that breech of their rules. When the law defmies who is competent 
to practice medicine and who is not, it does its whole duty. The manner 
which one authorized to practice medicine adopts to acquire a practice is 
hardly the business of the state so long as it does not mean either cri- 
minal methods or criminal practice. 


The Tribune is frank to say that it is not disinterested in its ut- 


terances on these subjects. Anything that further limits the field of ad- 
vertising is of vital interest to every newspaper, and restrictions now be- 
fcre the country in various forms would mean that in towns the size of La 
Ci-osse daily papers would have to cut down to four pages or run at a 
loss. 


Irrespective of this natural bias, however, The Tribune would 
not 


urge anything detrimental to the public. We submit that this legislation is 
sought by people who are as selfishly interested in its passage as are we 
in its defeat, and that no sound reasons for its pasage can be offered by 
those who for selfish purposes favor it. 


Members of the state legislature, regardless of party or faction, should 


give this matter most searching examination and careful consideration.
